and profound interest.

Fall River the friends of law and order ap-

aid of the commonwealth to assist there 
n a great, unusual emergency. 


The city of Holyoke appears to have 
within itself the-vital and representative 
energy requisite to effect its own complete 
deliverance f com all difficulties.

A Great Advance In Photography.

His Views in Favor of Local Self 


Government. 


Gov.. Greenhalge has surprised every- 


jody by vetoing the Holyoke police bill, 
which was to be foisted upon the city as 
•he gerrymander was imposed upon Low- 
ell. 
After alluding to the condition of 


lolyoke, the efficiency of the license com- 
nisaion appointed by by the mayor and 
he ability of the citizens to manage their 
own affairs and preserve public order, His 
Excellency sfiid: 


"While it may be well to give police 


jowcrs to the license board, as was done 
n the case of the city of Lowell, tlie ques- 
rion arises whether the state authorities or 
the local authorities should have the ap- 
lointrnent of the 
officials charged with 


those 
multiform and most responsible 


lutlcs, 
Shall tlie proposed police board 


:e appointed by tho Governor, with the 
iclvlcc and consent of hia council, or by 
the mayor, subject to the approval of the 
aldermen? It is cleur tha.t the governor 
must 
always 
come 
to " this 
task 


under 
disadvantages. 
He 
can 
sel- 


lom have personal 
knowledge of the 


candidates; he must depend upon others, 
often partisan or interested parties, for 
nformaiion; his judgment must often be 
it second hand ; but the Important princi- 
ples of local self-government—the auto- 
nomy of the city or town—la a material 
factor In this inquiry. 
Every citizen may 


claim the right of trial by a jury of the 
vicinage, and, while the guardians of the 
public peace are agents of. the common- 
wealth, it has always been deemed best, 
except in special and extraordinary cases, 
that they should be selected by the local 
authorities, who have the best means of 
knowing their qualifications, 
and that 


Lhose who have the best means of observ- 
ing the manner in which ofllcials dis- 
charge their duty, should have the power 
of appointment and removal. 


The case of the city of Holyoke does not 


seern to be analogous to that of the city of 
Boston or of the city of Fall Hiver. 


The former Is not only the city of Bos- 


ton, but may be regarded as, iu a certain 
degree, the city of 
Massachusetts, in 


which many persons not legal citizens 
thereof have vast property and business 
interests, and which almost every citizen 
of Massachusetts visits more or less fre- 
quently, and in which all take a peculiar 
anil profound interest. In the city of 
Fall River the friends of law and order ap- 
peared for a time to be unable to make 
head against selfish and demoralizing in- 
fluences, and were compelled to aak the 
aid of the commonwealth to assist them 
in a great, unusual emergency. 


The city of Holyoko appears to have 


within itself the vital"and representative 
energy requisite to effect its own complete 
deliverance from all difficulties. 
Holyoke 


is now on the way to pure and economical 
government, and the result has been 
achieved by the courage, vigor and patience 
of its own citizens. I do not believe that 
the power of appointment of the board of 
police, as contemplated In the proposed 
act. should bo given, to the Governor. The 
principle involved militates against the 
independence of municipalities, and,while 
necessary In extraordinary cases, should 
be diminished instead of. extended.

STOCKHOLM, May 18. — Tho chambers 


bnvo jointly voted 15,000,000 kroner to the 
government to supply its immediate wants 
in the event of possible war or to send 
Swedish troops to Norway in case of a 
revolution there. 


SIKB OBCAB. 


This netlon of tho Swedish legislature 


•would indicate that the tension between 
The tvrostates is much greater than we 
have been led. to "believo by the tenor of 
dispatches recently senC from Stockholm 
The consansus of public opinion seemed 
decidedly averse to war. It has been de- 
cided to request the cabinet to make haste 
to revise tho act of union and thus put an 
end to the present 


Grave and Complicated Situation. 


It was belloved that people attached too 


great importance to the intemperate de- 
clarations of somo of the Swedish Con 
eervatives and of Norwegian Hadicals 
both of whom represented the extreme 
sides of the question in debate. A Yrai 
secretary at Stockholm, A. Kcrjhlem; 
went so far as to say, threateningly: "We 
•trill teach, the Norwegians to speak Swed 
Uh," and more recently the upper chamber 
of Sweden voted to give notice of tho 
termination, of thB commercial treaty be 
tween the two states of Scondinovia. 


Meanwhile, some hot-headed Kadicals at 
Cluistiania Tvere declaring that a separa 
tion 
Should Be Effected at Once 


If Norway was not permitted to have her 
own consular and. diplomatic service. 


But, as an offset to such declarations 


and threats ;oming from the two citrenie 
factions of the contesting parties, the lower 
chamber of Sweden refused to terminate 
the commercial treaty with Norway and 
merely passed a resolution to modify it. 
King Oscar went to Christiania and de- 


clared himself in favor of granting a por 
tion ol the Norwegian claims; and the 
Radicals at Christianw, whose majority 
in tho storthing had been slightly dimin 
ished. ceased to speak so loudly about tho 
breaking up of the union of 1S14 and tho 
establishment of a Norwegian republic 
It seems, however, that the fight is stil 
on, and that unless some compromise is 
arrived at, actual war may result.

EXTRAORDINARY WOMAN CLAIM- 


ING DIVINE POWER. 


She 
Poses 
as 
Another 


Arc- 


Joan of 


CHIHUAHUA, Mcx., May 18. —Another 


religious riot took place this week near 
Presidio del Norte, just across the river 
from Texas. The several hundred follow- 
ers of the so-called "Saint" Teresa, who 
was driven out of that part of Mexico u 
few weeks ago, uftor a conflict with tho 
stjito troops, have been threatcuingauothcr 
outbreak ever since. They obtained lire- 
arms and ammunition, and, with a stone 
imago at the head of. their column, have 
been marching from ofio river hamlet to 
another, working up tho ignorant Inhabi- 
tants to a high pitch of religious excite- 
\nent. 


A forco of State Guards attacked tho 


fanatics for the purpose of dispersing 
th^al an<l capturing their stone imago. 
Ti^iob resisted. In the fight that took 
place four of them wero killed and several 
wounded. One of the State Guards wag 
killed. The image was captured and tha 
rioters dispersed. 


Tcrtsn's History. 


Down on tho shores of tho Rio Gmndo, 


and in the midst of a rough and thickly 
settled country, an American Joan of Aro 
has arisen, with, trappings aud surround- 
ings as picturesque, if not as grand anc 
imposing, as her historical namesake o] 
tho 15rii century. Like tho Maid of Orleans 
this modern maid of northern Mexico ol 
tho state of Chihunlmn has a mission that 
at first sight socms purely a religious one. 


"While Jeanne d'Arc carried before her 


tho standard of white, with tho Supremo 
Being among the clouds depicted on ono 
side and tho annunciation on tho other 
"Saint" Teresa advances on horseback 
with a sirm11 wooden virgin, its paint 
worn and. blistered from exposure to tho 
weather, but yet a suflicieut talisman to 
muster to her side hundreds of followers. 
And it is interesting to know that this ex- 
traordinary woman rides her horse astride, 
It is a border war in which this new 
Joan of Arc figures as general, backed up 
by a mob of uncivilized Indians and low 
class Mexicans, religious enthusiasts ol 
the most despicable type, who one day hide 
themselves on tho American side of the 
river, in tho ravines nnd amid the sand 
hills with which that region is dotted, anc 
the next stealthily ride into tho tho rich 
mining country of Chihuahua, and, sweep 
ing like a whirlwind, headed by thla 
mountain woman bearing the image high 
above her head, her black hair falling fai 
below her waist, her bosom undulating 
stampede and sack tho little Mexican 
towns. 
Hard to Cfltcli. 


The law and order authorities of north 


ern Mexico are at their wits' ends. Theii 
troops avail little, and even the Unitet 
States rangers of tho region, clever scouts 
and used to Indian warfare, seem power- 
less to handle the elusive mob. Severn 
fierce battles have been fought and blooc 
has been spilled. 


Born of a Mexican father and a half 


breed Indian mother, of an Arizona tribe 
she has in her blood all the Mexican gal 
lantry, dash, daring and intrepidity, and 
an adequate amount of Indian cunning as 
well. Physically, the Mexican traits arc 
mainly dominant. The -"Saint" Teresa o. 
the imago is tall, graceful and dark. 


The actual revolt started on the evening 


of March 10. For several days previous 
"Saint" Teresa, had been proselyting in 
the little Mexican village of EL Polve, n 
few miles from the town of Presidio de: 
Nortc, displaying her image, praying and 
calling upon the inhabitants of tho conn 
try round about to follow her in a greal 
and glorious movement for the regenera- 
tion of Mexico, the overthrowing of the 
civil government and die establishment o 
a religious kingdom. She proclaimed her 
self to be a "Saint," an inspired mcsseu 
ger from heaven, sent to relieve the people 
from suffering and poverty and to guide 
them directly to the Holy Virgin. 


Has IVIany Followers. 


The enthusiasm grew unbounded and 


continued unabated. The people at E 
Polve believed her and flocked about her 
by hundreds. 
The. civil authorities ar 


rested hor and placed her in El Polve'a 
tiny jail, bnt within an hour the jail.doors 
•were broken open by the mob and the "in- 
spired" maiden was carried out in tri- 
umph. 


By profession Teresa is a medicine wo- 


man, and has made a great reputation ag 
n healer of diseases and wounds by the 
laying on of hands, incantations and the 
application of certain mysterious liquids 
she always carries in flasks Imng about 
her neck. She hears voices in. the air and 
sees visions. 
She claims that 110 bullet 
can hit her, and it is said that some o£ tho 
best shots in the army have tried to till 
her in vain. 
Just now she is said to be safely in- 


trenched in her mountain stronghold, 
practically safe from disturbance, arrang- 
ing for more raids on the valleys and re- 
fusing to see or treat with commissioners 
the government of Chihuahua sent to offer 
her full amnesty if sho would only aban- 
don the Joan of Arc role and become onco 
more the peaceful medicine woman. 


It looks as though Teresa had the bettei 


of tho situation at present, and. might 
make the government considerable trou- 
ble before she is killed or captured. Sha 
has the ignorant and superstitious people 
all wrth her, and her undoubted ability as 
a leader makes her an antagonist with 
large powers for mischief.

A Great Advance In Photography. 


A new process representing a wonderful 


Improvement in printing photographs is 
one by which it is claimed that 100,000 
photographs \vere printed in auo day. The 
process consists of automatically printin 
direct from photographic negatives by ar- 
tificial light on sensitized paper in a con- 
tinuous roll. The paper is fed under tha 
negatives in a machine that switches the 
lights on and off for tho consccutivo erpo- 
sures, and then carries tho paper thus 
printed to a series of tanks containing the 
proper chemicals to develop the latent 
imago. 


An EzplOBlTe Shell Pierces Armor Pl.ite. 


Only solid shot, and not hollow shells, 


have hitherto been sent through tho thin 
armor plate which covers tha nonvi 
parts of a warship. But, according to tho 
Now York Tribune, tho 13. incli Wheeler' 
Sterling shell, recently tested by tho Unit- 
ed States naval authorities, svill penetrate 
a seven inch steel plate so easily that it is 
now possible to carry-a powerful explosive 
inside of a.sMp, where it could not bo done 
before.

Natural Soap. 


For some time post a number of men 


have been at work collecting a saponace- 
ous material, or natural soap, from tho 
banks, of Owen's lake, California, says 
Casscll's Magazine. Tho soap appears to 
bo formed from a solution of borax anc" 
soda in tho water of tho lake and tho OL 
from the myriads of dead flies which fall 
Into the water. It gathers like a scum on 
the surface and is nearly an inch thick. 
Tliu layers forming year after year have 
collected into a bank of natural soap.

It has been discovered, according to The 


National Druggist, that the famous tree 
from tho bark of which quinine is obtain- 
ed furnishes no quinine except in malaria' 
regions. If a treo is planted in a malarial 
district, it will produce quinine. . It it is 
planted in a nonmaliirial district, it will nol 
produce quiuine. It is therefore cUurncc 
that quinine is a malarial poison, drawn 
from the soil an d stored up by this won- 
dorful tree.

Tho severe cold snap— with extensive 


Irosts and in some states snow — has for- 
tunately done littlo . damage to the great 
crops, though much to frui^t, but has con- 
siderably retarded retail trade. 


Tho best news of the week is the advanca 


of 10 per cent in wages oy tho Carnegie 
works, followed by -the Joncs-Lauehlln 
establishment, and evidently Implying a 
similar advance by many other concerns. 
The Illinois Stool company Is starting its 
furnaces without granting the demands ol 
employes. 


No advance has been found practicable 


In the woolen mills, where conditions as 
to. prices and foreign competition are very 
different, and about 10,000 workers are 
still idle ab plncy ville, . E. I.,, where the 
works should consume GOO, 000 pounds a 
week. In other departments o£ labor, 
troubles arc nob serious, and the demand 
for manufactured products increases. 


"With material and steady enlargement 


in domestic trade, there is still groat want 
of employment in the interior for money 
which comes hither, 53,500,000 during tho 
past week, and with the millions distrib- 
uted by the syndicate on bond account, 
stimulates speculation. 


Failures during tha past .week have been 


211, against 219 last year. 


"VVhunt and Corn Advancing. 


Accordingly, wheat has risen 5 cents, 


although the reports of injury by~fro5t da 
not appear, upon sifting, to concern any 
considerable proportion of the growing 
guain. Western receipts for two weeks of 
May have been 2,917,303 bushels, against 
3,600,298 last year, and Atlantic exports 
3,05[),48-1 bushels, against 1,555,101 last 
year. 


Corn has advanced \< cent," though ap- 


parently injured more than wheat, but 
the acreage gives promise of a yield of 
2,000,000,000 bushels. 


Cotton and Wool Markets. 


Cotton is ^ cent stronger, in spite of tho 


fact that 9,401,081 bales had come into 
sight Ifriday week, which is over 400,000 
bales nioro than tho largest crop ever re 
corded. 
Northern spinners have taken a 
little less than three years ago to date, 
when the crop was over .9,000,000 bales, but 
at least 500,000 more than they have con- 
sumed as yet, and foreign .spinners hold 
nearly 800,000 bales more than they have 
consumed, while . commercial stock hero 
and abroad are 246,000 bales more thar 
three years ago. 
Tho manufacture is 


prospering, though no one can suppose its 
consumption is quite at the maximum, 
aud for the year it certainly has nob been. 
Goods are in fair demand for the season, 
and recent advances in price ara fully 
maintained. 


Sales of wool continue remarkably 


heavy; for the past week at the three chie! 
markets 5,530, 75.J pounds, and for two 
weeks of May 11,059,750 pounds, against 
11, 767,750 in the samo week of 1892, the 
last 3'eiir of full deniaud. In that year the 
sales of domestic were 5,062,000, and this 
year 5,081,750 pounds. The markets arc 
quiet, alinostj unprecedented apathy pre- 
vailing, because stocks of foreign wools 
held here are remarkably large and are of- 
fered at prices relatively lower than those 
demanded by western growers. 


Boots and Shoes. 


The shoe manufacture is doing remark- 


ably well, as usual, though operations for 
the future arc materially retarded by tha 
advances in leather and in lu'des, which 
many begin to think have gone somewhat 
too. far. "Within tho past two weeks the 
demand for shoes has somewhat dimin- 
ished. 


Trade Improvement In Canada. 


Bradstreet's . says: 
Advices, from the 


province of Ontario report some improve- 
ment, based on higher prices for staples. 
At Montreal, aa at Toronto, tho business 
outlook is flivpcable. In New Brunswick 
collections are far from satisfactory. 


Crop prospects iri Nova Scotia are also 


favorable.

ported in Canada last week. Bank clear- 
ings at Winnipeg. Hamilton, Toronto,. 
Montreal and Halifax aggregate 820,610,000 
this week, against ?31, 442,000 last week, 
$19,732,000 in the week a year ago.'a like 
sum two years ago, and $18,305,0.10 in the 
third week of April, 1392.

storics high and about 50 feet long, with 
a frontage of 20 feet. The lower portion 
of the building was formerly a store, and 
the owners recently decided to raise it 30 
feet and lib up the lower stores for tene- 
ments.

The two families in tho upper stories 


did not move out, as they were told the 
building wns fcrfcedy sufe, resting, us it 
did, on stout piling. One end hung over 
the street, and several persons observed 
within the past few dnys that it had an in- 
cline outward. The workmen who wero 
preparing the foundation, however, stated 
that there was no danger of it falling into 
tho strccb.
